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FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
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The  Master  gives  this  warrant,  “  He  that  reapeth  receiveth 
wages.” 

Into  whatever  part  of  the  waving  field  the  faithful  servant 
swings  his  sickle,  “  he  shall  doubtless  come  again  with  rejoicing, 
bringing  his  sheaves  with  him.” 

To  all  who  are  spending  themselves  in  the  Saviour’s  service, 
the  cheering  assurance  constantly  comes,  “Ye  shall  not  lose 
your  reward.”  We  find  the  faithfulness  of  the  Lord  still  the 
same. 

The  past  year  has  been,  above  all  its  predecessors,  one  of 
work  and  wages  with  the  Managers  of  the  Midnight 
Mission. 

The  inspiration  of  past  success,  with  a  deepened  impression 
of  the  importance  of  the  duty  devolved  upon  us,  has  animated 
unusual  effort,  and  fruited  in  fine  results. 

A  decided  and  prophetic  advance  has  been  accomplished 
during  the  year.  The  cramped  and  inconvenient  building,  at 
911  Locust  street,  in  which  the  work  was  begun,  and  carried  on, 
with  such  encouraging  success  for  three  years,  has  been  left 
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behind.  The  few  indefatigable  toilers,  who  have  committed 
themselves,  with  a  very  Nazaritic  consecration  to  the  cause, 
have  carried  through  the  purpose  to  provide  and  purchase  new 
and  enlarged  accommodations. 

A  part  of  the  reward  is  already  reaped  in  the  consciousness 
of  completed  and  well  done  work.  The  largest  reward  is  laid 
up  “  against  that  day.” 

To  the  aid  of  this  effort,  came  one  of  the  public  benefactors 
of  -Philadelphia.  His  is  a  name  now  associated  with  every 
extensive  operation  of  Christian  charity  in  our  city  His 
liberality  allows  neither  creed,  color,  nor  caste,  to  circumscribe 
its  outflow.  He  is  known  as  the  ready  friend  of  the  unfortu¬ 
nate  and  fallen,  whose  obscurity  forbids  them  to  hope,  but 
whose  heart  yearns  for  help.  This  distinguished  citizen, 
WM.  BUCKNELL,  ESQ.  gave,  during  the  last  year,  $5000, 
towards  the  purchase  of  our  new  Mission  House. 

Through  the  influence  and  liberality  of  other  friends,  the 
entire  sum  of  the  purchase  money,  with  additional  means 
needed  to  put  the  building  in  proper  repair,  and  to  furnish  the 
same,  has  been  secured.  To  cover  this  entire  expense,  the  sum 
of  $3,500  additional  was  raised. 

We  believe  these  generous  donors  have  builded  better  than 
they  dreamed  of.  Every  fractional  part  of  this  benevolent  labor, 
for  the  recovery  of  the  fallen  Magdalenes,  is  a  thread  shot  into 
the  flying  shuttle  of  society,  with  which  the  Gracious  Spirit 
may  weave  garments  of  clean  character  for  outcast  women. 

This  work  of  reclamation  is  confessed,  and  felt  to  be  difficult 
and  delicate  in  the  extreme.  But  there  are  motives  to  its 
undertaking  which  should  mightily  move  every  friend  of  the 
human  family*  Twelve  thousand,  (12,000,)  is  thought  to  be  a 
modest  estimate  of  the  number  of  fallen  women  in  our  city. 
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Twelve  thousand  dishonored  daughters.  Twelve  thousand 
woeful  wrecks  of  womanhood.  Twelve  thousand  scarlet  monu¬ 
ments  of  shame,  which,  but  for  sin,  might  have  shone  as  the 
chiefest  ornaments  of  society. 

They  have  sinned  against  society ;  sinned  sadly  against  their 
own  bodies ;  sinned  yet  more  against  their  sex,  yet  more  against 
the  succeeding  generation,  and  still  more  against  the  Saviour, 
who  died  to  save  them. 

But  how  came  they  to  their  criminal  course  ?  Partly  by  the 
inheritance  of  a  passion  only  a  little  stronger  than  that  which  is 
the  common  lot.  Partly  by  the  vicious  touch  of  birthright 
association.  Partly  by  the  tyranny  of  customs  which  have 
currency  and  countenance  in  all  the  walks  of  society.  And  it 
is  a  searching  question,  Who  is  entirely  innocent  of  their 
guilt  ? 

And  yet  these  twelve  thousand  stained  and  sinning  women, 
who  are  only  partly  responsible  for  their  fall,  lead  a  life  which  lies 
farther  out  than  any  other  upon  the  confines  of  human  sympa¬ 
thy.  So  far  do  they  seem,  even  to  themselves,  to  be  from  the 
atmosphere  of  social  sympathy,  that  they  consider  themselves 
doomed  to  the  chill  and  desertion  of  an  outer  darkness. 

How  many  of  these  die  within  the  walls  where  they  have 
lived  and  sinned,  we  have  no  means  of  knowing.  The  grave 
claims  from  these  haunts  of  vice  great  numbers  every  year, 
who  half  welcome  its  cold  embrace  as  a  kindly  shelter  from 
their  obloquy  and  shame.  At  least  two  hundred  and  fifty  deaths 
of  these  deserted  and  dishonored  women  occur  at  the  Almshouse 
and  Hospitals  every  year,  and  the  count  is  increasing. 

It  is  to  the  rescue  of  such,  and  to  the  recovery  of  their  con¬ 
duct  and  character,  that  the  Midnight  Mission  addresses  itself. 
And  that  it  may  appear  to  the  public  how  much  the  effort  has 
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been  blessed,  we  will  add  to  the  statement  of  structural  success 
the  following  table  of  facts  :

Having  pondered  the  facts  which  these  figures  suggest,  let 
the  mind  inquire,  What  is  the  worth  of  a  single  soul  ? 

“  Were  the  universe  of  chrysolite, 

The  earth  a  golden  ball, 

And  diamonds  all  the  stars  of  night, 

One  soul  outweighs  them  all.” 
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This  prompts  us  to  snatch  them  from  the  snare  of  Satan,  to 
break  the  grip  of  the  Procuress,  to  disentangle  them  from  the 
toils  of  the  libertine.  Scores  have  been  rescued  and  restored 
to  society,  and  started  upon  the  path  of  a  better  life  in  this 
world.  Several  have  died  in  full  faith  of  sins  forgiven,  through 
the  blood  of  redemption,  and  have  gone  to  wear  white  robes 
above. 

Many  are  now  adorning  the  home  in  the  honorable  position 
of  wife  and  mother.  Among  the  many  grateful  tributes 
brought  to  us,  the  following  letters  are  affecting  specimens. 


To  the  Managers  and  Friends  of  the  Midnight  Mission  : 

Feeling  it  a  duty  I  owe  to  you,  and  wishing  to  make  some 
acknowledgment  of  the  good  I  received  while  an  inmate  of  the 
Midnight  Mission,  I  take  this  mode  of  doing  it. 

I  was  among  the  first  ones  who  entered  the  Home,  and  the 
first  one  who  left  for  a  situation.  In  the  Home  I  found  a 
refuge  from  the  temptations  and  snares  of  the  world  outside. 

For  one  year  I  was  an  inmate  of  the  Midnight  Mission,  and 
though  perhaps  among  the  most  careless  and  unpromising,  still 
there  were  times  when  the  truth  I  heard  there  and  the  counsels 
I  received,  did  not  entirely  fail  to  accomplish  their  work  in  my 
heart,  and  my  mother’s  prayers  were  soon  to  be  answered, 
though  I  lost  that  mother  in  early  infancy.  I  many  times 
formed  firm  resolutions  to  lead  a  different  life,  to  avoid  what  I 
had  indulged  in  before,  but  doing  this  in  my  own  strength,  I  as 
many  times  failed.  But  as,  from  time  to  time,  a  few  of  God’s 
children  would  assemble  to  hold  meetings  there,  and  as  those 
friends  of  Jesus  urged  upon  us  the  necessity  of  giving  our 
hearts  to  God,  the  truth  flashed  upon  my  heart,  that  I  could 
not  do  any  thing  in  my  own  strength,  but  this  wicked  rebel- 
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lious  heart  must  be  changed,  and  that  I  must  trust  in  Jesus  to 
save  me,  for  I  saw  how  weak  I  was ;  for  though  my  determina¬ 
tions  were  good,  when  the  temptations  were  presented,  I  had 
no  power  to  resist.  But  I  rejoice  that  those  dear  ones  pointed 
me  to  the  cross/ and  to  “  the  Lamb  of  God,  who  taketh  away 
the  sin  of  the  world,”  and  to  day  I  am  rejoicing  in  a  Saviour’s 
love,  who  is  able  to  save  to  the  “  uttermost,”  and  I  feel  that 
He  is  sweetly  keeping  me  from  falling,  for  I  am  trusting  in 
Him ;  and^I  would  just  say  here,  should  any,  who  are  inmates 
of  the  Home,  like  myself,  think  there  is  no  hope  for  them,  let 
them  take  courage  when  they  think  of  me,  for  I  surely  am  a 
miracle  of  grace ;  let  them  come  out  from  all  former  associa¬ 
tions,  bid  farewell  to  old  companions,  give  their  hearts  to  J esus, 
He  will  save  fthem.  And  now,  in  conclusion,  I  would  return 
my  sincere  thanks  to  all  interested  in  the  Mission,  and  bid 
them,  God  speed  “  in  their  mission  of  mercy,  and  labor  of 
love,”  hoping  to  meet  them  in  “the  Land  beyond  the  River.” 

With  the  earnest  prayer  that  many  more  poor  wanderers  may 
be  saved  through  your  efforts,  I  would  sign  myself,  as  I  truly

We  also  thank  our  friends,  Mrs.  B.  and  Mrs.  L.,  for  their 
many  acts  of  kindness  to  us,  trusting  that  God  will  reward  them 
both  in  this  world  and  the  next.  We  also  thank  our  friend, 

Mr. - ,  for  the  many  good  instructions  we  have  received  from 

him,  time  after  time,  hoping  the  seed  he  plants  may  bring  forth 
fruit  a  hundred  fold.  Last,  but  not  least,  we  thank  our  worthy 
matron,  Mrs.  Brooks,  hoping  that  God  will  reward  her  for  her 
goodness  to  us.  Every  thing  she  can  do  for  our  comfort  and 
welfare  she  does,  and  we  will  ever  cherish  her  in  our  memory 
in  years  to  come. 

On  this  Thanksgiving  night,  with  most  heartfelt  thanks  to 
God,  and  to  the  Managers  of  this,  our  dear  Home,  we  bless  you 
one  and  all,  and  may  you  ever  prosper  in  your  noble  under¬ 
taking  in  supporting  this  Home,  is  the  heartfelt  wish  of

JOTTINGS  FOE  THE  YEAE. 

A  girl  was  sent  to  her  relations  in  a  neighboring  city,  and 
at  last  accounts  was  doing  well. 

One  poor  girl,  “  near  death’s  door/’  is  living  with  a  friend  of 
the  Mission,  and  has  been  kindly  offered  a  home  there  as  long 
as  she  lives. 

In  the  last  report  the  intended  marriage  of  a  former  inmate 
was  mentioned.  The  ceremony  was  performed  at  the  time 
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fixed,  and  the  pair  arc  now  living  together  happily,  in  a  small 
quiet  town  near  the  city. 

A  former  inmate  has  been  married  two  years,  and  is  still 
living  happily  with  her  husband,  an  honest  lumberman  in 
Michigan. 

One  who  had  a  hard  struggle  with  temptation,  after  failing 
in  her  first  effort,  with  renewed  vigor  grappled  a  second  time 
with  the  demon  within,  and  conquered.  She  is  now  an  humble 
church  member,  trying  to  assist  others  in  turning  from  the 
paths  of  sin. 

An  inmate  apparently  so  hardened  when  she  came  in,  that 
it  seemed  almost  impossible  to  touch  her  heart,  nevertheless 
had  it  softened,  and  is  now  doing  well.  She  frequently  writes 
to  the  Mission,  and  never  fails  to  express  her  thanks  for  the 
kind  assistance  given  to  her. 

A  woman,  the  mother  of  two  children,  was  at  a  party,  and 
was  induced  to  take  a  glass  of  liquor,  after  years  of  abstinence; 
it  aroused  the  demon  of  drink,  so  long  slumbering  within  her, 
and  she  fell  an  easy  prey.  She  remained  a  short  time  at  the 
Mission,  and  went  back  to  her  family  stronger  than  before,  we 
hope,  for  she  has  learned  her  weakness. 

Many  have  been  in  the  Home,  not  enumerated  in  the  sta¬ 
tistics  of  the  past  year.  Some  staid  one  night,  or  a  day  or  two, 
some,  formerly  inmates,  came  temporarily,  to  go  to  a  second 
situation. 

Some  girls  after  leaving,  have  sent  presents  of  fruit,  etc.,  to 
the  inmates. 

The  Organ  asked  for  in  last  report,  has  been  kindly  furnished. 
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OPERATIONS. 

The  Thursday  night  and  Sabbath  day  services  of  instruction, 
prayer  and  praise,  have  been  maintained  with  that  unflagging 
fidelity  which  has  marked  the  effort  of  years  gone  by.  In¬ 
creased  efforts  are  now  making  to  render  these  services  yet 
more  profitable  and  prosperous. 

OBLIGATIONS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  desire  to  express  their  heartfelt  thanks 
to  Bev.  Thos.  A.  Jaggar,  Hector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Trinity,  for  the  eloquent  sermon  delivered  by  him  in  behalf  of 
the  Mission,  at  the  Cburch  of  the  Epiphany,  and  afterwards 
repeated  at  Christ  Church,  Germantown. 

They  are  also  indebted  to  many  other  clergymen  and  laymen 
in  our  city,  who  have  kindly  rendered  their  assistance  at  the 
Home,  at  various  times,  during  the  past  year. 

No  visitor  can  examine  the  Mission  House,  without  feeling 
confident  that  the  kind  Matron,  Mrs.  Phoebe  Brooks,  is  the 
right  person,  in  the  right  place.  The  Management  are  hearty 
in  their  testimony  to  her  faithfulness  and  efficiency. 

ONWARD  MOVEMENTS. 

The  Managers  wish  to  multiply  the  number  of  substantial 
friends  and  supporters  of  the  Mission.  They  implore  the 
prayers  of  those  who  have  a  Samaritan  sympathy,  which  selects 
what  the  Priest  and  Levite  pass  by  unpitied. 

Who  will  send  an  engraving,  a  chromo,  a  painting  in  oil, 
that  we  may  adorn  the  walls  of  our  rooms  with  ennobling  works 
of  art?  Who  will  set  aside  a  few  dollars,  with  which  to  purchase 
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a  choice  book,  or  subscribe  for  some  sterling  periodical  for  the 
inmates  ? 

Favors  of  this  kind  have  already  come;  and  to  the  girls’ 
eyes,  the  wings  which  carried  such  gifts  were  as  angels’. 
The  Mission  is  to  be  made  every  whit  a  Home,  so  that  within 
its  shelter  and  surroundings  of  peace  and  purity,  the  native 
instincts  of  delicacy  and  womanhood,  smitten  and  seared  by  sin, 
may  be  revived  and  restored  to  their  original  vigor. 

Added  to  this  there  is  need  of  a  HOME  outside  the  city 
limits ,  where  communion  with  nature,  in  all  her  curative  forms, 
may  hasten  and  assure  the  salvation  of  the  lost.  When  the 
community  shall  encourage  the  undertaking,  this  additional 
achievement  will  soon  be  accomplished !  And  may  the  good 
Lord  hasten  it  in  His  time !
